The States and the Trusts. 

In confirming the validity of the 
Texas Anti-Trust law the Supreme 
Court has again demonstrated how ef- 
fectively the States, out of their own 
■powers, can keep monopolistic combina- 
tions under control. 

In the Georgia case the Supreme 
Court shows how the power' of taxation 
may be used to restrain the operations 
of the Beef Trust. The Chicago beef 
packers' plea that to levy a tax of 
$200 on agents of packing-houses in 
every country was in violation of the 
rights of a concern doing interstate 
business proved unavailing,

ed valid the penal clauses of the Kan- 
sas Anti-Trust law, under which Ed-

To open Wrong Mail.

Rev. P. A. Edwards Dead. 



The following is an account of a well- 
known minister throughout the Colum- 
bia District, he having been the Presi- 
ding Elder over it four years, and dur- 
ing the time he was a resident of Col- 
umbia, living where Rev. S. G. Shelly 
now resides. The notice is taken from 
the Dallas, Texas, News, Rev. Ed- 
wards death occuring Monday of last 

Rev. P. A. Edwards, 161 Lake Ave- 
nue, suffered a stroke of paralysis Mon- 
day afternoon at 5:30, the second in a 
year, and died without leaving the 
chair in which he was seated. 

He leaves a wife and four children, 
Mrs. T. E. Perers, wife of Prof. Peters, 
principle of the Oak Cliff High School ;

Moat of £S?*2 W S I !£A*L ?! hH i P t 
the rabbits that are shipped are caught j 
on snares by boys who make a busi- 
ness of snaring every winter, and few 
are the boys nowadays on a farm who 
do not have from 10 to 20 or even 50 
snares set for "bunny" by the first frost 
fall. 

The snares are made by bending a 
small bush and fastening it to a prong, 
which is driven into the ground, by 
means of a trigger and button, the but- 
ton being fastened to the string. 

A hangman's loop is then made and 
placed around little pegs driven into 
the ground. On the trigger is placed a 
piece of apple just inside the loop so 
that when "brer rabbit" sticks his head 
in to steal the forbidden fruit he trips 
the trigger, the string is released, the 
bush flies back to its original position, 
jerks the loop tight and the rabbit is 
killed by strangulation. 

The snares are baited and set every 
evening and the owner goes every morn- 
lag early to see what luck he has had 

during the night. The catch usually Columbia, Ky. 

runs about one rabbit to every four 
snares. The rabbits are brought into 
market every few days and sold to the 
merchants at five cents each. A rabbit 
is only worth five cents here, it doesn't 
matter if it is the first catch of the sea-

Kansas in Trouble. 

A year ago the average price 
paid by the Standard Oil company 
to Kansns producers for crude oil 
was $1.04 a barrel. During the 
last twelve months the oil fields 
of Kansas have been developed 
with almost magical rapidity, and 
the price paid for crude oil has 
dropped until it now averages 48 
cents per barrel. The Standard 
Oil company has a practical mo- 
nopoly on refining. The Kansas 
legislature seeking to protect 
Kansas oil men, will enact a law 
making pipe lines common carri- 
ers, and fixing a maximum rate 
for carryng oil inside the state's 
boundries. The Standard Oil com- 
pany of course, is seeking to kill 
this bill. Ten years ago the prop- 
osition to enact ' such legislation 
would have been hailed as "popu- 
listic" "anarchistic," "wild-ey- 
ed," ect. Now the Republican 
leaders in Kansas are in earnest 
in declaring that their efforts are 
not populistic.
